U.S. Giving 
Air Support 
in Cambodia

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said today American air power 
will be employed throughout In- 
dochina and contended this falls 
within Congressional authoriza- 
tion. 


"As long as I am serving in

Cambodia," Laird declared.

Questioned at length, during a 


news conference, on the Ameri- 
can air role in the current Cam- 
bodian-South Vietnamese drive 
to reopen Phnom Penh's lifeline 
to the sea, Laird said he didn't 
want to get into the semantics 
of the problem. 


He said U.S. air support has 


been used all along in Cambodia 
since the Cambodian incursion 
by U.S. and South Vietnamese 
forces in June and that it will be 
continued. 


The dispatch of American hel- 


icopters to aid the allied offen- 
sive in Cambodia comes six and 
a half months after President 
Nixon declared "no U.S. air or 
logistics support" would be used 
to aid South Vietnamese fight- 
ing in Cambodia. 


Now, 
however, U.S. helicop- 


ters operating for the first tune 
from 7th Fleet ships off the 
Cambodian coast have been pro- 
viding firepower and logistics 
.support—ferrying supplies and 
aiding in communications—for 
the 
Cambodian-South 
Viet- 


namese force battling to reopen 
Phnom Penh's key highway to 
the*sea. 


In news briefings this week, 


Jerry W. Friedheim, the De- 
fense Department's deputy as-' 
sistant secretary for public af- 
fairs, described these efforts as 
"air combat and logistic activi- 
ties" and said they represent no 
change in administration policy.

plained, "fall in the over-all 
context of our interdiction effort 
to deal in Cambodia with enemy 
personnel, bases and supplies 
which might ultimately endan- 
ger the lives and safety of U.S.

Friedheim replied it is not up

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, hoping to save a 
wild, meandering river noted 
for its unique semitropical gran- 
deur, has ordered the Corps of 
Engineers to abandon construc- 
tion of a shipping canal across 
Florida. 


Conservationists lauded Nix- 


on's action, but vowed to contin- 
ue a legal battle to establish a 
court precedent blocking other 
Corps projects they consider 
damaging to the environment. 


In making the announcement 


Tuesday, Nixon noted destruc- 
tion already done to the Oklawa- 
ha River. But, he said, "The 
step I have taken today will pre- 
vent a past mistake from caus- 
ing permanent damage." 


About 26 miles of the 107-mile 


waterway already have been 
gouged out of the hardwood-for- 
ested Oklawaha Val.'ey. The 
canal is designed to link May- 
port on the Atlantic with Yan- 
keetown on the Gulf of Mexico 
and cut about 600 miles from 
shipping routes around the tip of 
Florida. 


Calling the river "a uniquely 


beautiful, semitropical stream 
... which would be destroyed 
by construction of the canal," 
Nixon noted the canal was con- 
ceived and designed to reduce 
shipping costs. 


"The destruction of natural, 


ecological values was not count- 
ed as a cost, nor was a credit al- 
lowed for actions preserving the 
environment," Nixon added. 


A preliminary injunction halt- 


ing most work on the canal was 
issued last week by the U.S. 
district Court in Washington, 
pending the outcome of a study 
on the ecological impact of the 
canal. The court action was ini- 
tiated by the Environmental De- 
fense Fund and Florida Defend- 
ers of the Environment. 


William Partington, president 


of the Florida group, said the 
suit will be pursued to a final 
court decision in hopes of es- 
tablishing a landmark legal pre- 
cedent. "We want to eliminate 
the necessity of these rear- 
guard actions in the future," he 
said. 


About $50 million of the esti- 


mated $180-million construction 
cost already has been spent on 
the 26-mile completed section of 
the waterway. 


Opposition to the canal hard- 


ened following construction of 
the Rodman Dam on the river 
in 1968. Logs floated to the sur- 
face in endless numbers, aquat- 
ic weeds crowded the water, 
and hardwood trees left stand- 
ing in the water began dying. 


The cries of conservationists 


prompted former Interior Secre-

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Senate joined the 
House Tuesday in approving a 
bill to authorize the merger of 
Arkansas A&M College at Mon- 
ticello with the University of

The 31-0 vote by the Senate • 


completed legislative action on 
the bill, which passed 
the 


House 95-0 last 
week. The 


measure now goes to Gov. Dale 
Bumpers for his signature. The 
governor has taken no position 
on the merger. 


In the House, backers of a 


plan favored by U.S. Rep. Bill 
Alexander to redraw the state's 
congressional districts sought a 
vote on the bill, but the House 
adjourned without taking action 
after a 25-minute filibuster by 
Rep. Paul Henry of Batesville.

Volunteers 
Are Fighting 
Oil Slick 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Hundreds of youthful volunteers 
have joined hard-hatted refinery 
workers in a massive effort to 
clean up a giant oil slick and 
rescue birds from the contami- 
nated water. 


The youths, many with long 


hair and barefeet, were among 
several thousand persons who 
flocked to the beaches Tuesday, 
converging on bird-cleaning cen- 
ters. 


"I'm sure proud of these 


kids," said Orville Kendrick, a 
supervisor for Standard Oil of 
California. "I don't know what 
we'd do without them." 


The slick resulted from a col- 


lision of two Standard Oil tank- 
ers in dense fog early Monday 
near the Golden Gate Bridge. 
No one was hurt. 


The Coast Guard called an in- 


quiry today into the mishap, 
which caused between 500,000 
and 1.9 million gallons of thick 
bunker oil to ooze from ruptured 
tanks. 


It left the largest oil slick in 


the history of San Francisco 
Bay. Globs have drifted out into 
the Pacific and over about 50 
miles of coastline. 


Dead birds began washing 


ashore Tuesday, but there was 
no estimate 
on the number 


killed, said John Marston, who 
is heading patrols by the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 


An estimated 550 waterfowl

Standard Oil reported it had

into Bolinas Lagoon, a wildlife 
sanctuary.

Delivery of medical care is 


one of the most serious health 
problems facing our nation 
today. The great strides being 
made in medical research are 
simply not always available 
to the individuals who need 
care based on those discov- 
eries. At the present time, ap- 
plication of research is often 
sporadic and inefficient, some- 
times ineffective, and usually 
costly. In many instances, in- 
dividuals who require special- 
ized medical services receive 
little or none until it is too 
late. 


This is especially true in 


the case of genetic problems. 
since many hereditary de- 
fects are so rarely seen that 
they are extremely difficult to 
diagnose. And effective ge- 
netic counseling for prospec- 
tive parents is only possible 
if an accurate diagnosis can 
be made and a pattern of in- 
heritance of the disorder can 
be determined. 


In Louisiana the twin prob- 


lems of gathering research 
material on genetic disorders 
and providing care for the 
families who are afflicted have 
been combined in a single pro- 
gram. The Heritable Disease 
Evaluation Center at Louisi- 
ana State University, aided 
by funds from the March of 
Dimes, is carrying out a

We 
found she was suffering from 
Legg-Perthes disease, a he- 
reditary bone condition which 
made it necessary for her to 
wear a brace on her left leg. 
Fortunately her case was di- 
agnosed early enough so that 
treatment will correct the con- 
dition, and this lively young- 
ster will soon be able to dis- 
card the device and lead a 
normal life. 


Since the disease was rec- 


ognized as a hereditary con- 
dition, examinations of other 
members of the family were 
made and multiple cases of a 
milder form of the same dis- 
order was found. Melanic's 
sister Marion and her cousin, 
Tex, are now also receiving 
therapy which will prevent 
the potential crippling effects 
of this defect. 


And of course, the infor- 


mation gained from the gene- 
alogic study of the Melancon 
family will be fed into our 
pool of knowledge on heredi- 
tary disorders among the 
Acadians. So Melanie Melan- 
con, like many other patients, 
is not just a cute little girl 
with a problem that can be 
solved. She is a clue in the 
never-ending search for ways 
to prevent birth defects.

U.S. Spending 
More on Drugs 
Than Needed

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government 
spent 
twice 
as 


much in 1969 for drugs it needed 
as it did in 1967, yet often failed 
to take advantage of cheap, 
quantity 
buying, 
Comptroller 


General Elmer B. Staats said 
today. 


In 1967 some $514 million in 


federal funds was spent on 
drugs, Staats said, and in 1969 
the figure had risen to $975 mil- 
lion. A large portion of the in- 
crease came under medicare 
and medicaid programs,* where 
drug expenditures rose from 
$350 million to $750 million dur- 
ing the period, he said in pre- 
pared remarks. 


Staats said some government 


agencies, particularly the Veter- 
ans Adminis .ation and the De- 
fense Department, "have not 
taken advantage 
of savings 


through higher quantity drug 
procurements." 


"In one case," he added, "we 


took 68 drug items over a two- 
year period and found that pur- 
chases made outside quantity 
procurements were 63 per cent 
higher than those purchased in 
quantity." 


Staats testified before the Sen- 


ate 
monopoly 
subcommittee, 


chaired by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., 
investigating 
federal 


drug purchases. 


Monday, the committee was 


told of tests sponsored by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
that showed nearly 15 per cent 
of some 16,000 drugs checked 
were ineffective. And another 35 
per cent were found only "possi- 
bly effective." 


Dr. Charles C. Edwards said 


tests conducted by the National 
Academy of Science 
showed 


only 19.1 per cent of the drugs 
tested to be effective without 
qualification.

He sees some 
possibility of an end play 
against East, but as you can 
see the end play won't come 
off. West holds the diamond 
king. 


Nevertheless, if South just 


tries to make his contract he 
will bring it home. He takes 
his ace of trumps, leads a 
club to dummy and ruffs a 
club. One trump is in. Then 
he enters dummy with a 
high spade and leads dum- 
my's last club. East can't 
afford to ruff and discards a 
spade. South has made one 
trump en passant. 


He enters dummy with the 


other high spade and leads a 
third spade. East discards a 
d i a m o n d and South has 
scored his second trump en 
passant.

a five-way race for majority

North-West vote and holding 
many Southern votes, Boggs 
was elected on the second ballot 
with 140 votes to 88 for Rep. 
Morris K. Udall of Arizona and 
17 for Rep. B.F. Sisk of Califor- 
nia. 


Reps. Wayne L. Hays of Ohio 


and James G. O'Hara of Michi- 
gan dropped out of the race aft- 
er poor showings on the first 
ballot. 


Reform 
candidate 
Udall 


pledged to support Albert and 
Boggs, said the five-way majori- 
ty leader campaign had left no 
bitterness and said of Boggs: 
"he has the credentials of a na- 
tional leader and that's why he 
won." 


Former Majority Leader Al- 


bert was nominated speaker— 
which assures his election to the 
job by the full House Thursday 
by a 220 to 20 vote with token 
opposition from Rep. John Con- 
yers Jr. of Michigan, the first 
black speaker candidate of mod- 
ern times. 


Conyers said he entered the 


speaker race because Albert re- 
fused to endorse his drive to 
strip all five Mississippi Demo- 
crats, including powerful Rules 
Committee Chairman William 
M. Colmer, of their seniority. 


Conyers lost, 111 to 55, his at- 


tempt 
to strip seniority on 


grounds the five were not mem- 
bers of the biracial Loyal Demo- 
cratic Party of Mississippi, rec- 
ognized by the 1968 presidential 
nominating convention. 


The biggest surprise of the 


Democratic caucus came on the 
first vote when two-term Caucus 
Chairman Dan Rostenkowski of 
Illinois, expected to win routine 
re-election, was unseated by 
Rep. Olin E. Teague of Texas, 
155 to 91. 


Udall appeared to speak for a 


consensus when he said Teague 
won because of his popularity 
among House Democrats and 
because of a general feeling the 
job should change hands after 
two terms.

The heaviest fighting reported 


today raged along Route 7, in 
eastern Cambodia near the town 
of Kandol, about 60 miles north- 
east of Phnom Penh. The Saigon 
government said North Viet- 
namese forces slammed 300 
mortar shells into the night biv- 
ouac of a battalion of 400 South 
Vietnamese troops and followed 
with a ground attack, triggering 
a five hour battle. 


Flare ships illuminated the 


night skies for artillery blasting 
the enemy, and a spokesman 
claimed 56 North Vietnamese 
were killed.

were six killed and 12 wounded, 
the spokesman said.
